U.S. Continues to Press Paris 
fo Support Curbs on A-Spread

PARIS, Oct. 8 (WP).— Intense 
behind-the-scenes efforts to per- 
susde France to support the Ford 
administrations new moves to 
curb the spread of ruclear weap- 
ons sre continuing despite Pres- 
fdent Valéry Giscard d'Estaing’s 
reiteration yesterday that France 
will go ahead with a controversial 
nuclear sate to Pakistan. 


French support is vital te tne 
ronpreliferation program due to 
be cutlined by Mr. Ford later this 
month and which has elreacy 
been attacked by Democratic 
challenger Jimmy Carter as a 
pcor copy of Mr. Carter's own 
ideas. 

Mr. Giscard d‘Estaing’s firm 
public line on the sale of a re- 
processing plant that can pro- 
duce plutonium, the raw material 
for an atomie bomb, contrasted 
with the distinct narrowing of 
U.S. and French differences on 
nuclear proliferation that the 
private contacts have produced in 
recent months. 

But his remarks have evidently 
not discouraged the Ford admin- 
istration from secking stronger 
ccoperation from the French, who 
have told officials in Washington 
that white they will not accept 
any program that would include 
a retroactive canceling of the 
Pakistan deal they are prepared 
to discuss future nuclear export 
restraints.

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Syrians, Palestinians Agree France to Pull 
To New Lebanon Peace Talks 10,000 Out of 


BEIRUT, Oct. 8 (UPI)—An 
Arab League envoy announced 
today that Syria and the Pales- 
tinlans have agreed to another 
attempt at peace talks as heavy 
Zighting continued in the capital. 

Syrian, Palestinian and rightist 
Lebanese Army representatives 
will meet at Shteura, on the 
Other side of the Lebanese moun- 
tain range from Beirut, tomor- 
row morning for thetr first bar- 
gaining session under Arab 
League auspices since talks col- 
lapsed Sept. 19, league mediator 
Hassan Sabry el-Eholy said. 

The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization and the Lebanese Chris- 
tiams agreed yesterday to the 
meeting. which falls within the 
framework of a revived four-

The announcement was made
